I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  report  on  the  health  of  the  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1972. 

Vital  Statistics 


During  1972,  5  infants  died  before  reaching  the  age  of  1  year  and  the  infantile  mortality 
rate  of  37  per  1,000  live  births  is  high.  The  England  and  Wal es  figure  is  17.  In  1970  the 
Nantwich  rate  was  identical  with  the  National  figure  and  the  number  of  infant  deaths  in  the 
Urban  District  was  3,  so  this  large  increase  in  the  rate  is  caused  by  an  increase  of  2  infant 
deaths  during  the  year.  This  demonstrates  the  care  which  needs  to  be  exercised  in  interpreting 
changes  in  vital  statistic  rates  based  on  relatively  small  populations.  All  5  infants  died  during 
thefirst  week  of  life.  Deaths  during  the  neo  natal  period  (the  first  month  of  life)  are  generally 
regarded  as  being  less  easily  prevented. 

The  total  number  of  live  births,  135,  is  the  lowest  number  in  the  last  10  years,  the  average 
of  which  is  180.  The  wide  fluctuation  in  the  figure  is  shown  in  the  10  year  table  on  page  5.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  births,  8,  remains  low  and  the  illegitimate  live  birth  percentage  is  6$  - 
two  thirds  the  England  and  Wales  percentage. 

The  total  number  of  deaths,  172,  is  a  little  higher  than  the  average  figure  for  the  past  decade. 
The  death  rate  of  12.9  is  slightly  higher  than  the  England  and  Wales  figure  of  12.1  per  1,000 
resident  population.  The  table  on  page  4  shows  the  causes.

A  table  is  included  giving  details  of  the  occurence  of  the  common  diseases.  The  report  is 
generally  satisfactory.

Nantwich  is  an  ancient  town  situated  in  the  south-west  corner  of  Cheshire  and  is  a  market  town 
for  a  large  and  important  agricultural  area.  The  River  Weaver  and  the  Shropshire  Union  Canal  pass 
through  the  district  and  in  parts  both  form  the  boundary  of  the  Urban  area. 

Industrial  enterprise  exists  mainly  in  the  form  of  clothing  manufacture  and  agricultural 
machinery.  There  is  scope  for  the  establishment  of  light  industries,  road  and  rail  communications 
being  very  convenient;  by  rail  the  town  is  served  by  the  main  lines  from  Crewe  to  Shrewsbury  and  the 
West  of  England  and  good  roads  radiate  from  the  town  to  all  parts  of  Cheshire,  Shropshire,  the 
Potteries  and  North  Wales  and  Motorways.

The  arrangement  introduced  with  the  Group  Laboratory  of  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital 
Management  Committee  for  accepting  for  bacteriological  investigation,  specimens  other  than 
milk,  water  and  ice  cream,  continues  and  the  service  given  is  much  appreciated. 

Mortuary 

The  arrangements  with  the  South  Cheshire  Hospital  Management  Committee  for  the  use  of  the 
Mortuary  at  Leighton  Hospital  have  worked  satisfactorily  and  continue  to  meet  the  needs  of 
the  district. 
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SECTION  C. 

Water  Supply 

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Mid  Cheshire  Water  Board  on  which  the  Council  is  represented.  The 
source  of  supply  is  the  River  Dee  at  Llangollen  from  which  water  is  pumped  into  the  Llangollen 
canal  along  which  it  gravitates  to  the  purification  works  at  Hurleston.  Branch  mains  distribute 

the  water  to  service  reservoirs  in  the  area  served  by  the  Board. 

The  output  from  the  works  during  1972  was  9.06  million  gallons  per  day  and  the  average  domestic 
consumption  over  the  area  served  by  the  Board  was  39  gallons  per  head  per  day.  The  quality  of  the 
water,  as  delivered  to  the  consumer,  is  satisfactory  as  shown  by  the  results  of  chemical  and 
bacteriological  examinations  which  were  made  at  frequent  intervals. 

The  population  of  the  Urban  District,  numbering  11,650,  is  housed  in  A, 137  dwellings,  all  of 
which  are  supplied  directly  from  the  public  water  mains.  There  has  been  no  contamination  of  the 

water  supply  calling  for  any  special  action  and  the  water  is  not  pi  umbo-solvent.  No  natural 

fluoride  exists  in  the  water.

At  the  time  of  preparation  of  the  Report  in  1973,  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  information. 


Sewage  Disposal 

With  the  cessation  of  operations  at  Harveys  Tannery  there  has  been  an  appreciable 
reduction  of  load  on  the  sewage  treatment  works.  In  consequence  the  standard  of  effluent 
discharged  from  the  works  has  improved  quite  materially  and  is  now  well  below  the  maximum 
effluent  standards  laid  down  by  the  Mersey  and  Weaver  River  Authority.  There  has  also  been 
a  marked  reduction  in  the  volume  of  sludge  produced  and  at  present  there  are  no  problems  in 
this  respect.  A  tractor  and  trailer  is,  in  any  case,  now  normally  available  to  assist  in 
dealing  with  the  sludge  and  this  of  course  has  made  a  great  difference  and  greatly  eased  the 
difficulties  previously  experienced. 

The  Ciria  storm  overflow  study  continues  and  samples  are  regularly  taken  at  storm  times 
from  the  inlet  and  outlets.  The  resulting  analyses  of  the  samples  do  not  show  any  clear 
pattern,  but  it  is  likely  that  some  conclusion  will  be  reached  in  the  near  future. 
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Public  Cleansing 


The  system  of  collecting  domestic  refuse,  using  polythene  sack  liners  to  bins,  has 
proved  successful  and  the  system  appears  to  be  acceptable  to  the  public  at  large.  During 
the  past  few  weeks  the  Crewe  Borough  Council's  Works  Study  Section  have  been  observing  and 
measuring  the  work  carried  out  by  the  collectors  and  conclude  that  the  refuse  collection 
section  is  working  to  a  good  standard  and  performance  (the  use  of  plastic  sacks  giving  high 
productivity)  and  the  collection  route  was  found  to  be  the  most  efficient  possible. 
Recommendations  are,  however,  being  put  forward  to  reduce  the  strength  of  the  main  collecting 
gang  by  one  man  to  enable  the  standard  incentive  bonus  scheme  to  be  applied. 

Public  Baths 


The  Open  Air  Swimming  Pool,  owned  and  controlled  by  the  Council,  is  open  from  May  to 
September  each  year.  The  pool  is  100  feet  by  50  feet  and  is  supplied  with  brine  from  an 
adjacent  brine  well.  About  9  ounces  of  brine  is  added  per  gallon  of  water.  The  pool  is 
heated  and  the  water  is  filtered  and  sterilised  by  the  "Breakpoint”  chlorination  process. 
There  is  an  active  Swimming  Club  in  the  town  and  arrangements  operate  with  the  County 
Education  Authority  for  organised  visits  by  school  children. 

The  swimming  pool  has  recently  undergone  a  major  overhaul  and  further  minor  improvements 
have  been  carried  out.  The  surround  to  the  pool  has  now  been  tiled  in  non-slip  quarry  tiling 
which  has  materially  improved  the  safety  aspect.  A  small  cafe  is  operated  at  the  baths  and 
this  certainly  satisfies  the  demand  for  light  refreshments;  hot  and  cold  drinks,  ice  cream 
etc.  being  dispensed  from  the  cafe. 

Rivers  and  Streams  Pollution 


Responsibility  for  this  work  was  transferred  to  the  Cheshire  Rivers  Board  as  from  1st 
October,  1951,  and  this  body  is  now  incorporated  in  the  Mersey  and  Weaver  Rivers  Authority. 

Closet  Accommodation 


All  premises  in  the  district  are  served  by  water  closets  with  the  exception  of  those  of 
which  the  Public  Health  Inspector  gives  details  in  his  report  under  the  heading  "Pail 
Closets".

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  consideration,  the  report  upon  the  work  of  the 
Department  during  the  year  1972  which  will  be  the  last  Report  to  the  present  Council.  New 
legislation  added  to  the  range  of  duties  for  which  the  Department  is  responsible. 

Housing  improvement  was  again  a  field  in  which  a  considerable  amount  of  time  and  work 
was  involved.  Since  the  extension  of  the  areas  under  the  Housing  Act  1971  were  made  to 
cover  this  district  and  make  75?  grants  available,  the  number  of  applications  have,  and  still 
are,  continually  increasing. 

One  cannot  fail  to  comment,  with  some  concern,  upon  the  closing  down  of  the  Tannery 
which  was  one  of  the  major  sites  of  male  labour  in  the  area,  and  also  the  demolition  of 
the  chimney  which  was  a  landmark,  and  again  often  a  cause  for  concern!  The  area  is  to  be 
redeveloped  as  a  high  class  housing  estate. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  record  appreciation  of  the  continued  co-operation  and 
support  by  Councillors,  fellow  officials  and  my  own  staff.

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Improvement  grants  are  given  where  more  extensive  works  are  being  carried  out  as 
distinct  from  the  provision  of  lacking  basic  amenities. 

There  has  been  a  considerable  interest  in  both  Standard  and  Improvement  Grants  and 
particularly  since  this  area  was  included  in  the  75$  grant  category  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Housing  Act  1971  and  limits  were  raised  to  £300  in  the  case  of  Standard  and  £1,500 
in  the  case  of  Improvement  Grants. 

During  the  year,  a  very  successful  complete  modernisation,  including  the  provision 
of  central  heating  was  carried  out  on  the  row  of  "listed"  property,  Nos.  54-62  Pillory 
Street  and  at  the  same  time  No.  50,  a  separate  property  was  included  in  the  scheme. 

Of  the  five  properties  in  the  row,  four  are  in  the  ownership  of  the  Council,  but  the 
owner  occupier  of  No.  56  was  given  every  assistance  in  the  way  of  grants  to  have  his 
property  modernised  at  the  same  time. 

It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  the  forerunner  of  other  similar  ventures,  although 
not  necessarily  only  in  relation  to  Council  owned  properties.

In  connection  with  the  Cowfields  Clearance  Area,  18  houses  were  vacated  during 
the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  remaining  occupied  premises  will  be  vacated  during 
the  coming  year  so  that  demolition  and  redevelopment  of  the  area  with  an  Old  Peoples* 
Flatlets  scheme,  under  warden  control,  can  be  commenced.  As  part  of  the  redevelopment 
of  the  area  it  is  intended  that  prewar  Council  houses  in  the  immediate  area  should  bo 
modernised. 

Crewe*s  and  Wright’s  Almshouses: 

Discussions  have  been  taking  place  for  some  time  now  with  all  interested  parties 
in  a  co-ordinated  scheme  to  secure  the  improvement  and  modernisation  of  the  properties 
to  provide  elderly  persons*  accommodation. 

The  scheme  involves  the  demolition  of  Wright's  Almshouses  in  London  Road,  which 
are  of  a  high  category  of  architectural  and  historical  interest,  and  their  rebuilding 
on  a  site  adjoining  Crewe's  Almshouses  in  Beam  Street.  One  of  the  other  Trusts  in  the 

town  are  to  build  a  complete  new  block  and  all  are  to  be  linked  by  a  welfare  block  with 

the  co-operation  of  the  County  Council.  Improvement  and  Historic  Buildings'  Grants 
are  being  obtained  and  in  all  twenty  four  units  of  accommodation  will  be  provided.  It 

is  hoped  that  work  on  the  scheme  will  commence  towards  the  end  of  1973. 
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Provision  of  additional  Council  accommodation  on  a  site  at  Cronkinson  Oak  where 
83  housing  units  are  to  be  built  was  commenced  during  the  year  and  6  of  the  units  were 
completed.

DAIRIES.  COWSHEDS  AND  MILK  SAMPLES 

The  responsibility  for  administration  and  control  of  milk  production  and  licensing 
of  producers  of  designated  milk  lies  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Fcod 
and  the  County  Council  is  responsible  for  control  and  licensing  of  pasteurising  and 
sterilising  plants  and  licensing  of  dealers.  This  leaves  the  District  Councils  with  only 
the  registration  and  control  of  distributors  of  milk. 

The  County  Health  Department  frequently  sample  milk  at  pasteurising  and  sterilising 
depots  and  from  dealers  in  the  area.  The  following  samples  were  taken  in  1972.

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FACTORIES 


Routine  visits  to  factories,  farms  and  building  sites  were  carried  out.  Throe 
firms  submitted  returns  of  ’’outworkers”  which  contained  details  of  4  persons  engaged 
in  the  finishing  of  clothing  and  knitting  garments.

WATER  SUPPLY 


Samples  are  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination  by  the  Water 
Board  and  these  have  been  satisfactory.  A  detailed  summary  of  such  samples  is  contained 
in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Report. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  -  SAMPLING 


During  the  year,  9  samples' of  water  were  taken  from  the  Brine  Swimming  Pool  and 
St.  Josephs  School,  London  Road,  and  by  an  arrangement  with  Crewe  Borough  Council 
Health  Department,  these  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  at  Chester. 
The  results  were  satisfactory  in  all  cases  with  the  exception  of  one  taken  from  St. 
Josephs  which  indicated  that  during  times  of  heavy  loading  the  chlorine  content 
required  to  be  checked  more  frequently  and  the  School  were  notified  accordingly. 

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 


Two  trailer  caravans  and  a  temporary  building  are  licensed  on  one  site  as  a  dwelling. 
No  nuisance  has  arisen  from  the  use  of  these  structures.

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 


Building  Regulations  require  that  in  new  buildings  provision  is  made  for  the  fire 
openings  to  be  such  as  to  receive  appliances  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel. 

The  improved  boiler  plant  installed  at  the  Tannery  at  the  end  of  1971  was  operating 
more  efficiently  and  there  was  less  cause  for  complaint  despite  a  shortage  of  suitable 
fuel  during  a  fuel  strike  and  other  "teething  trouble”  conditions.  As  the  year  progressed, 
the  plant  was  operating  satisfactorily  after  a  considerable  amount  of  time  and  money  had 
been  spent  on  it,  when  a  sudden  decision  was  made  by  the  controlling  Tannery  group  to  close 
this  plant,  and  whilst  no  doubt  this  was  welcomed  by  residents  who  had  been  subjected  to 
periodic  nuisance  over  the  years,  it  was  a  severe  blow  to  the  labour  force  as  this  was  one 
of  the  major  sites  of  male  labour  in  the  town. 
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SCHOOLS 


No  complaints  were  received  as  to  the  general  condition  of  schools,,  Treatment  was 
necessary  at  four  premises  to  deal  with  minor  infestation  by  rodents  and  spraying  has 
also  been  carried  out  against  cockroaches. 

LICENSED  PREMISES 


There  are  thirty  three  licensed  premises,  including  four  clubs  and  the  Civic  Hall 
in  the  district.  On  the  whole  the  sanitary  accommodation  is  satisfactory  and  the 
various  Breweries  are  continually  co-operating  with  us  in  carrying  out  improvements. 
The  premises  are  conducted  in  a  clean  manner  by  licensees. 

VERMIN 


In  several  instances  advice  was  given  to  occupiers  to  deal  with  minor  infestations 
with  ants  and  other  vermin.  Treatment  was  carried  out  to  deal  with  ants  in  25  instances, 
cockroaches  6,  wasps  4,  slugs  1,  wood  lice  1,  silverfish  1,  fleas  4,  flies  2  and 
mosquitoes  2, 


RODENT  CONTROL 


The  Council  tip  and  sewage  works  are  regularly  inspected  and  treated  when  necessary. 
Warfarin  poison  in  an  oatmeal  base  and  Alphakil  have  been  very  successfully  used.  Apart 
from  special  visits  to  premises,  conditions  are  observed  in  the  course  of  visits  for 
other  purposes,  such  as  food  inspection,  factories,  shops  etc. 

Occupiers  of  infested  premises  have  the  opportunity  of  themselves  dealing  with  rats 
and  mice  or  alternatively  have  the  service  provided  by  the  Local  Authority;  advice  upon 
private  treatments  is  frequently  given.  In  all  cases,  including  private  dwellings,  the 
costs  incurred,  plus  an  establishment  charge,  are  recovered. 

There  was  no  occasion  to  serve  formal  notice  during  the  year,  although  informal 
action  was  taken  in  3  cases.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT  1951 


During  the  year  two  applications  were  received  from  persons  wishing  to  renew 
licences  for  use  of  their  premises  as  Pet  Shops  under  the  above  Act  and  these  were 
granted. 
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GENERAL  SANITATION 


Under  the  Municipal  Bin  Scheme,  56  bins  were  supplied  in  connection  with  which  the 
annual  charge  of  25p  each  is  made,  21  of  these  being  replacements.  A  tipping  site  has 
been  used  in  the  adjoining  Rural  area  since  1961  and  there  is  no  refuse  disposal  tip  in 
use  in  the  Urban  area.  The  use  of  the  tipping  site  at  Edleston  was  continued  during  the 
year.  Information  regarding  the  use  of  polythene  sacks  for  refuse  collection  is  given 
in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health's  Report  under  the  heading  "Public  Cleansing". 

RIVER  POLLUTION 


The  Rivers  Authority  is  responsible  for  work  in  the  prevention  and  abatement  of 
pollution  of  rivers. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT  1955 


One  private  slaughterhouse  was  licensed  and  is  used  only  by  the  owner/occupier. 
The  remaining  butchers  have  obtained  supplies  "off  the  hook"  from  premises  in  the  Rural 
area.  Waste  and  condemned  material  is  removed  from  the  slaughterhouse  at  regular  and 
frequent  intervals  by  a  private  contractor.  The  standard  of  meat  quality  has  been 
satisfactory. 

In  the  slaughterhouse  there  were  miscellaneous  items  of  offal  such  as  livers, 
lungs,  kidneys,  hearts  with  parasitic  and  other  localised  conditions.  One  case  of 
CysticercusBovi*  was  found.  There  were  no  horses  slaughtered  for  human  consumption 
during  the  year.

In  accordance  with  the  maximum  scale  of  charges  laid  down  by  the  Meat  Inspection 
Regulations,  1963,  as  amended  by  the  Meat  Inspection  Amendment  Regulations  1971,  for 
the  inspection  of  animals,  the  sum  of  £171.99  was  recovered  from  the  occupier  of  the 
slaughterhouse. 
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The  following  is  a  summary  of  food  premises  in  the  district  showing  the  general 
standard  of  conformity  with  certain  statutory  requirements.  It  will  be  appreciated 
that  accurate  classification  of  the  type  of  premises  is  in  some  instances  rather 
difficult  i.e.  where  there  are  mixed  commodities  such  as  newsagent,  confectionery 
and  wrapped  foods.  In  such  cases  the  major  commodity  has  determined  classification.

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There  are  17  premises  registered  under  Section  16  of  the  1955  Act  for  the 
preparation  or  manufacture  of  sausages,  potted,  pressed,  pickled  or  preserved  food, 
including  6  fish  frying  premises;  32  premises  are  registered  for  the  storage  and 
sale  of  ice  cream;  169  visits  to  food  premises  were  made  in  the  year  apart  from 
30  visits  to  examine  food. 

There  were  32  informal  references  under  the  Fcod  Hygiene  Regulations,  but  no 
formal  proceedings  were  necessary. 

There  is  no  ice  cream  made  in  the  area  by  the  "hot  mix"  method.  All  of  it  is 
obtained  in  a  prepacked  condition  from  wholesale  makers  in  other  districts, 

A  "Hot  Dog"  mobile  stall  operates  in  the  town  at  the  weekends  and  this  is 
subject  to  periodic  observation,  A  fresh  fish  hawker  visits  the  town  on  Thursdays 
and  his  vehicle  complies  with  Food  Hygiene  requirements, 

28  Inspections  were  made  under  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stall  and  Delivery 
Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966,  of  stalls  and  delivery  vehicles  operating  in  the  area. 
Infringements  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  proprietors  of  the  stalls  and 
vehicles  concerned  and  the  matters  were  remedied  either  in  1972  or  early  in  tho 
following  year. 

There  have  been  continued  frequent  requests  for  examination  of  foodstuffs,  and 
the  following  is  a  statement  of  goods  examined  and  disposed  of  in  a  manner  to  prevent 
human  consumption.  The  usual  method  of  disposal  has  been  by  burying  at  the  refuse 
tip.
